There is just one way to make 
your cakes rise high and keep an 
even surface. 
Have* your oven 
moderate at first, until the cake is 
fully rizen; then increase the heat, 
so as to brown it over quickly. 
Extreme heat stiffens the dough. 
If you stiffen the outtide of the 
cake before the rising is complete, 
you stop the rising process. Then 
the leavening gas, forming inside, 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, and spoil 
the shape of t|ie cake.

NOTH—Biscuits or other pastries 
made from stiff dough, that are cut into 
shapes for the oven, bake in a hot oven. 
This is because the cut surfaces of the 
dough do not sear over, but rather 
leave the pores open, allowing the 
leavening gas to escape and the heat to 
penetrate readily. 
Small ovens cool 
quickly; therefore they should be made 
several degrees hotter than a larger 
oven, and the less the door is opened 
the better. 
Do not attempt to bake 
bread and pastry together. Bread re­ 
quires prolonged, moderate baking— 
pastry the reverse.

The banks are better handled now 
than ever before. 
The state bank 
examiner is doing good work, aud tbs 
people are fully protected.” 
“Business is good and there is lit­ 
tle chance of financial trouble,” said 
Mr. Powell.

them to include in districts of their 
own. 
The whole county took up the good 
roads project. 
A meeting was held 
in Higginsville, to which every in­ 
corporated town in the county except 
Odessa and Bates City sent represent­ 
atives. 
This agreed on boundaries 
which the voters of the eight districts 
adopted laat Saturday.

In the lecture room of the Christian 
church there was held on Saturday 
morning a meeting in the interest of 
equal suffrage. The meeting was pre­ 
sided over by Mrs. Robert Atkinson, 
of St. Louis, state, president of the 
Equal Suffrage association, and while 
the attendance was small, the interest 
was great. 
Miss Laura Gregg, of Kansas City, 
spoke for forty minutes, and so quiet 
her manner, so strong her arguments, 
that it seemed more like ten min­ 
utes. 
Part of her speech is given: 
“In the beginning of the last cen­ 
tury, woman was described as being 
dead. In the eyes of the law she had 
no legal existence. 
She belonged to 
man—in her girlhood to her lather; 
at marriage 3he was given to her hus­ 
band, so that she 
was 
absolutely 
owned by man. 
“At that time there were only sev­ 
en vocations open to women by which 
she could make her living, and her 
wages from one to two dollars a 
week. She could not collect her own 
wages, but ber husband or father 
could take them to spend as he chose. 
Man could say what clothes his fam­ 
ily must wear, what food they should 
eat, and if the husband and wife dif­ 
fered in religious belief the law com­ 
pelled the mother to teach the father’s 
faith.
